RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the ISfh August, 1959 

No. F.12-18/59-S W6.— In continuation of the Ministry of

(2) If It is found desirable and feasible to make such 
provision: (a) to define broadly the content of instruc- 
tion at various stages Af education; and (b) to con- 
sider its place in the normal curriculum.
